1. Prior to January 1950 all Czechoslovak metalworlcing and machine comStruction 
industries were administered by a general directorate in Prague. This central 
administrative office, which was under the supervision of Ing. Fabinger, was 
divided into four industrial groups which were responsible for the supervision 
of the heavy machinery, precision machinery, light metals and automotive indus~ 
trics, Immediate supervision of these industrial enterprises was handled by 
various Licld offices, For exaaple, these industries in Slovakia were wider the 
immediace jurisdicition of a field office in Bratislava directed by Ing. Staller. 


2, Larly this year the pencral directorate was dissolved and the four industrial 
groups were established as independent administrations, For example , the 
heavy machine industry 8 administration now has its contral office in Prague 
end field offices in Brno and Bratislava. In recent months the administration 
of the precision machinery industry and the heavy machine industry have com- 
bined their Pratislava offices in a single departucnt wider the supervision — 
of Ing. Kamarit, a fanatical Cacch Commmist.*+ The office at Bratislava

3. Almost all of the factories now supervised by these industrial administrations 
have been combined in small groups which are composed of one sowcalled lLasic 
plant and a maximum of three small subsidiary enterprises. Large plants 
which employ more than 2,000 workers are administored separately. The four 
industrial administrations in Prague now plan every phase of production, 
procurement of raw materials, expansion of production facilities, cacital 
investuents, and related matters for the Industries under their contrel. 

Yoese administrations have become top-heavy and to relieve this situation 
have established separate planning offices which function as quasi-independent 
units, For example, the planning office of the heavy machine industry adminis~ 
tration, Kovoprojekta, has a central office in Prague and field offices in 
Brno and Dratislava.

. Ab present, the Kovoprojekta office in Bratislava is supervised by Ing. 
Frantisek Kamen, a Gommunist. Wis deputy is Ing. Loebl, who is not a member 
of the Party. Although the Bratislava office is subordinate to the central 
administration in Prague and the inspectorate in Bratislava, actually it 
is charged with the industrialization of Slovakia. Kamen, in conjunction 
with nis collcarucs in tho Novoprejekta branch offices at Kosice and Dubnica 
and the managers of the large enterprises, is responsible for the construction 
of new industrial facilities and the expansion of established installations 
in Dlovakia. 


5. At the present time Kovoprojelta is supervising the following construction 
projects: 


ae Expansion of facilities at the Komarno shipyard. 
be Construction of munitions and arms factories in Dubnica. 


Details of this very secret project are imow only to Kamen, This project 
is being handled sclely by military and Party members of Kovoprojekta 
under the supervision of a Communist engincer by the nawc of Borovicka. 


} { ce, Construction of an slectrical equipment plant in Danovece nad Bebravou. : Strada? 


Construction work on this plant has just started. The foundations of 
one hall are ready; work on the structure will probably start in October 1950. 


d,. Construction of a boller plant near Levice. 


This plant is to be the largest of its kind in Central Europe. It is 
reported that the Cacchs have established a permanent investigating unit 
to explore the possililities of sabotage because this project has not 
progressed as scheduled, The steel structure of the main hall should 

be completed and the ccuipmont installed by the end of 1950. Kovoprojekta 
has had serious disputes with national planning office regarding the 

site of the workers! sotblenent. 


e, Construction of a machine tool nlant near Kosice. 


One hall is recdy; the ther is under construction. This plant's pro- 
duction program has not. yet been outlined owing to certain problems _ 
involved in this constriction project. 


>. Constiniation of a cablt plont in “avadka nad Ilronon. 


The Sipma~Pwapen firm in Olomouc started building this plant in 1948. 
Later in the sumer of 19S this project was taken over by the Kablo 
concern, The steel frasework has been erected for two halls. Although 
this plant should be ready to start manufacturing enamel wire by the fall 
of 1950, it is almost cerlain that the plant will not be used for this 
purpose, Tor one reason che halls are too dark and for another. plans are 
already in process for tie construction of a new cable factory in a forest 
betreen Keamarok and Levoca, Cagech industrialists anticipate a labor 
shortage in the upper [ton valley because military authorities are pre~ 
paring to build a huge «.emical plant in the vicinity of Pohorela.
